Professor slays student in grading incident 



■ Low test 
score sends 
student off 
deep end.

One student was found bru¬ 
tally stabbed yesterday by an 
associate professor after the stu¬ 
dent allegedly questioned him 
about his grading methods. 

According to witnesses. 18- 
ycar-old John Merklc, a fresh¬ 
man English major in his sec¬ 
ond semester, became irate after 
receiving a low grade on a test 
paper from his English profes¬ 
sor, Marc Johnson. 

"He just started screaming 
and yelling at Mr. Johnson," 
said Jeanie James, freshman 


sociology major. "I really 
thought he was gonna kill the 
guy (the professor)." 

Witnesses said Johnson must 
have thought his life was in 
danger because he lifted the 
side of his sweater and pulled 
out a Bowie knife when Mcrklc 
approached him. 

“He just stuck him,” said 
Chuck Niles, sophomore chem¬ 
istry major. “I couldn't believe 
iL" 

Johnson is claiming self 
defense in the slaying. 

James said that Merkle 
seemed distraught since the first 
week of class. “He said things 
like, Tm going to fail; 1 can’t 
fail. This class is so hard.' It 
was really weird. 1 just thought 
he was stressed out," she said. 

A special task force of 
criminal justice majors will 
assist Campus Police in an 
investigation as part of an 


intern program. 

"We can use all the help we 
can get," said Officer Fife. "We 
have had our hands full since 
the tire slashing incident. Now 
we have to take shift work to 
cover everything." Fife said that 


he and Officer Griffith arc now 
taking turns protecting the big 
screen television in the Univer¬ 
sity Center. 

Since his arrest, Johnson is 
being held in what will be the 
chancellor's private dining 


room in the UC. formerly the 
Red River Room. Temporary 
arrangements had to be made as 
Johnson is a Bossier City resi¬ 
dent He will be taken to the 
Bossier Parish jail once a space 
in the hall becomes available.

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O'Neal transfers to LSUS

In a stunning move which has rocked 
the world of collegiate and professional 
basketball, LSU's 7-foot-plus center 
Shaquille O'Neal has decided to post¬ 
pone entry into the NBA and remain a 
college player with LSU-S. 

The soft-spoken, reserved O'Neal 
cited the urban commuter campus’ excel¬ 
lent academic record as a key drawing 
point

tion," ONeal said. "And that Foreign 
Language competition had me on the 
edge of my seat" 

Reaction around the LSUS campus to 
ONeal's transfer has been mixed* 


Certain members of the school's 
team, the Pilots, expressed concern over 
ONeal's shy nature, and how it could be 
adversely affected by the Bleacher Crea¬ 
tures, a group of fanatic Pilot fans who 
wear basketball masks on their heads 
and attend ah home games.
